Attempt to Pull English Emblems from 
the Old Massachusetts State House. 

Boston, June 22.—An attempt was made 
about 2 o’clock this morning by a gang of nine 
men to pull down the figures of the lion and 
unicorn, which decorate the front of the old 
state house. Whoever fastened the ropes to 
the effigies was evidently familiar with the 
building. The side door was forced open and 
access to the roof was gained. When the roof 
is reached the distance to the figures men- 
tioned is encompassed with many dangers, but 
they seem to have been braved by at least two 
mén,one of whom fastened a rope to the 
lion and another man a _ =~rope_ to 
the unicorn. The basement is occupied 
by the Mutuai District Telegraph company, 
which is open all night. The marauders lock- 
ed the Mutual District employes in before at- 
tempting their work. The manager noticed 
the unusual sight of a number of men im the 
street pulling at ropes and availed himself of a 
side door, which the invaders did not know of. 
As.soon as he made his appearance the men at 
the ropes tled. A detail of climbing firemen 
was llecessary to remove the lines from the fig- 
ures.

Explosion in England. 

MANCHESTER, June 22.—A terrific explosion 
occurred in Roberti, Dale & Co.’s chemical 
works in this city today; which destroyed the 
building. The ruins took fire and the flames 
spread to Pomona palace.

The Trouble Which the Folsom Boys Have

THE FINALE OF THE INTERSTATE CASE 


A Strong Plea Made for Mercy, But Judge 
Roney Deemed the Circumstan- 
ces Very Provoking. 


Aveusta,Ga., June 22—{Special.]--The case 
of F. A. Blackwood, the noted Carolina forger, 
has at last been disposed of, and he will serve 
nine years in Dade coal mines or at some other 
place where convicts are worked in Georgia. 

A PLEA OF GUILTY ENTERED. 

The court room was crowded with spectators 
when the case was called this morning. At 
the Opening of the court Judge Roney appoint- 
ed Mr. F. W. Capers to represent the prisoner. 
Solicitor-General Boykin Wright represented 
the state. Blackwood, upon being arraigned, 
plead guilty upon three indictments. The 
checks were forged upon Mr. T. P. Branch, 
and cashed by Mrs. Eliza Fogarty, to the 
amount of $70. He also procured $60 from J. 
P. McNally. The third offense was for trying 
to purchase $95 worth of jewelry from Mr. A. 
J. Renkl on 2 forged check, which was discov- 
ered before Blackwood could carry the goods off 

AND MERCY BEGGED FOR. 
After the plea of guilty was made, Mr. 
Capers made a short and touching speech, ask- 
ing for mercy at the hands of the court, and 
eliciting much syinpathy for the prisoner, 
BUT JUDGE RONEY WAS STERN. 
After Mr. Capers concluded the judge com- 
manded Blackwood to stand up, and his sen- 
tence was delivered. The judge said that the 
punishment for each offense was from two to 
ten years in the penitentiary. He did not give 
him the fall extent prescribed, but for each of- 
fense he sentenced Blackwood to the peniten- 
tiary for three years, making his term at hard 
labor nine years.

LOVETT LYNCHED. 


A Midnight Call Upon a Carroll 
County Bailiff. 


CHARGED WITH A VERY GRAVE CRIME. 


The Negroes Scouring the Woods for His 
Body, But Unable to Find It Thus 
Far—Driift of Opinion. 


Vita Rica, Ga., June 22.—{Special.}— 
Judge Hamilton consumed all day yesterday 
in the preliminary trial of Port Lovett, the 
negro boy that entered a young lady’s room 
Sunday night. The court finished the hear- 
ing of evidence by the state, and the prisoner 
was turned over to Bailiff Frank Davis for safe 
keeping until this morning. The evidence 
against the negro was-very strong and so plain 
that it caused the feeling of the community to 
ren very high, and last night at about Il 
o’clock a crowd of masked men appeared at 


Bailiff Davis’s and demanded the prisoner or 
his life, and of course he gave them the negro. 

What became of the prisoner is not known 
this morning. He can’t be found anywhere. 
The negroes ave searching the woods in large 
numbers, hunting the would-be rapist, but up 
to the present no discoveries have been made. 
A great many conjectures are entertained. 
Some think that the mob only gave him a se- 
vere beating and turned him loose, while it is 
the opinion of all the negroes that he has been 
lynched. 

It was only by a scratch that he escaped in- 
stant death Monday night. Marshal Stallings 
had him in his custody, and fearing that it 
was dangerous to keep the negro in the cala- 
boose, took him out and carried him over to 
the bailiff, just across the county line in Doug- 
las, where the crime was committed. During 
the night a crowd went to the calaboose after 
the negro, but he was gone. They found the 
door open, and supposing he had made his 
escape, they then went to Marshal Stallings’s 
house linting him, and failing to find the 
marshal or the negro, they knew he had been 
run off to save his life. 

Yesterday it was thought that there would 
be no more trouble, but the appearance of 
things is changed this morning, as he was 
taken off last night by a mob and no trace of 
him can be found.

And are 
you not mistaken in regard to the articles used by 
poor people, that the import tax amounts to so very 
little? I have always understood that the tariff was 
pretty heavy on albwool and woolens and oy iron, 
both of which are used to a considerable extent by 
poor people.

Our correspondent is evidently muddled 
by the sophistries of the free-traders. It 
must be apparent to any intelligent person 
that a reduction of the tariff would result in 
an increase of revenue. The less duty that 
importers haye to pay on foreign goods the 
more they would import. This increase in 
importation would naturally resuit in a 
larger amount “of revyenue.. This is self- 
evident. 

Well, the great trouble now is that there 
is already too large an amount of revenue 
flowing into the treasury, and one of the 
most interesting and important questions of 
the hour is, How skall an unnecessary ac- 
cumulation of revenue in the treasury be 
avoided? "Tur CONSTITUTION. and. other 


} UmMme aeMmotraue principles are in favor of 


repealing the internal revenue system. Not 
because the taxes collected under that sys- 
tem are unreasonable or burdensome, but 
because they are emergency taxes—because 
the law is undemocratic and un-American. 

If our correspondent has followed us thus 
far he will perceive that there can be no 
real reduction of the tariff while these emer- 
gency taxes are collected, since a reduction 
would merely add to the already large sur- 
plus. The free-traders are in favor of per- 
petuating this infamous Russian system of 
internal revenue because they think it will 
give them an excuse for adding largely to 
the free list, a policy that would give British 
manufacturers an opportunity to crush our 
home industries, and drive our manufac- 
turers and our Wage-earners out of business. 
We have thus briefly answered our corre- 
spendent’s first question. 

His second is an inquiry which suggests 
that we are mistaken as to the results of the 
protective policy. Tothis thereis a brief and 
complete answer. The vast bulk of ourthree 
greatest industries—iron and steel, cotton 
and wool—-are sold as cheap in this country 
as they are in free-trade England. In other 
words, the _.. protective policy has 
stimulated home competition in 
commodities of the highest  nec- 
essity. In the iron industry, let our cor- 
respondent take the article of nails, the 
commodity of the most universal use in the 
iron industry. The price of these was $6 
per one hundred pounds in 1864, In 1885 
they were $2.25, and they are even cheaper 
now. This is the cheapest rate that pre- 
vails in any comntry in the world. The 
price of nails is an indication of the price of 
all other forms»of iron. 

In cotton prints and woolens the reduc- 
tion has been in een greater ratio. 
Woolen cioths that were sold in 1860 at 
$1.50 per yard are sold now at less than 80 
cents, If our correspondent needs any 
more figures we haye them at hand, and if 
he desires furtlrer information he need only 
send us a line calling for it. 

There is one thing he should remember— 
namely: That after Great Britain had de- 
veloped all her material resourees and her 
people began to crowd each otlter from poy- 
erty to pauperism, the manufacturers of 
that country, led by Mr. Cobden, madea 
movement in favor of free trade. This 
movement was successful, but it should al- 
ways be remembered that the farmers of 
Great Britain opposed it. They were pro- 
tectionists in the beginning, and if they had 
any voice in matters, they would be protec- 
tionists now. 

What has been the result? Let Professor 
Fawcett, an Englishman, in his ‘Political 
Economy,’ answer: ‘‘There are few 
classes of workmen who in many respects 
are so thoroughly wretched as the English 
agricultural laborers. They are in many 
respects so miserably poor that 
if they were converted into slaves tomorrow 
it would be for the interest of their owners 
to feed them far better than they are fed at 
present. ‘Throughout large agricultural dis- 
tricts not a single agricultural laborer will 
be found who has saved so much as a“week’s 
wages. A life of toiling and incessant in- 
dustry dffers no other prospect than a miser- 
able old age.”’ 

This is a very fine showing, indeed. ‘The 
farmers of England were right, when, with 
no argument to support them, they were in | 


to be in favor of anything, They work out | 
their little day in poverty and ignorance, | 
and the people they ought to feed are fed 

by the protected farmers of the United. 
States.

A False Alarm of an Attack of Indians—A 
Historic Joke. 

From the Jacksonville Times-Union. 
While in conversation with an old Floridian 
yesterday he related a little reminiscence of his 
experience with the Indians in this state some forty 
years ago, which is as follows: 

“Tt was in the year 1847 that the incident oceur- 
red. At the time all the citizens of Fort Reed and 
vicinity were very much frightened onjjaccount of 
some Indian depredations that had been committed 
near there, and were living in a stockade or fort in 
daily expectation of an attack from the Indians. 
The stockade was built some three hundred yards 
from the edge ofa swamp, where wells had been 
dug for washing purposes, and which were still used 
for that purpose. Dr. A. 8. Speer, one of the citi- 
zens, who, with his family, were with us in the fort, 
owned a very bright mulatto girl named Amanda 
or ‘‘Mandy” as we called her, who did the washing 
for his family. One day Mandy went to the 
well for this purpose, it being considered perfectly 
safe for her to doso, Not long after she left, the 
most frightful screams were heard in the direction 
ofthe well. As may be imagined all was confusion 
in the fort. Finally five or six men, picking up 
their guns, started towards the well, taking advan- 
tage as they went of every tree and stump on the 
route for protection, when within fifty or sixty 
yards of it, out from the bushes rushed Mandy 
naked as she was born, yelling at the top of her 
voice, Indians! Indians! run, for God's sake, run, 
which all hands immediately proceeded to do to the 
best of their ability and without stopping to investi- 
gate any further. It was devil take the hind- 
mort until into the fort all hands 
rushed, ‘‘Mandy”’ in the midst 
panting and screaming ‘“‘Oh, Lord! oh, Lordy! they 
like to got me, they like to kill me, but ‘thank God 
I got away.’

telPhow many men was in the fort. But like most 
liars, she overacted her part, and it was not long 
before she owned up that it was a put-up jobto 
frighten us all back to our old homes in Georgia,. 
where she in particular was most anxious to return. 
The relief was so great that all hands forgave her, 
except the men who went to her rescue when her 
screams were first heard, and who joined in the race 
for the stockade, each striving to be first, as she 
rushed from the bushes with her hair-lifting cry of 
Indians! Indians! They were not so easy to appease, 
and many and varied were the maledictions heaped 
by them upon the ‘“‘d—d yaller nigger.”"* It was years 
before they heard the last of it, and even to this day 
yaller niggers, in connection with Indians as a topic 
of conversation, is nota favorite one with the few 
that are still alive of that band who were willing to 
fight, but not die, for “Mandy.”

Worth, nephew of General Worth, says that 
the head of Charles J. Guitean, the assassin of 
President Garfield, which was always supposed.

on in Washington, isin this city. There is 
nothing repulsive in the sight. Guitean’s face 
bears no marks of suffering, and simply looks 

as though he were asleep. The head will prob- 
ably be exhibited soon, either in this city or 

at Coney Island. The manner in which it 
came into the hands of the present possessor ig 
remarkable, and will probably prove a revelae 
tion to the government officials at Washington. — 
Before Guiteau’s execution the bids for 
ownership of the coming cadaver were occa — 
sionally flattering to the assassin’s vanity; but — 
after his feelings changed to one of horror that 
his body was to be hawked around or dissected, 
and he made every provision to defeatany 
such plans.

The Driving Club Committee to 
Tender Its Grounds to 


JHE NATIONAL COLORED EXPOSITION. 


probability That the Exposition Will Be 
Lecated at Atlanta—The Driving 
Club’s Prohable Action. 


The committee of the Driving club met the 
delegation of colored men, representing the 
National coloredexposition at twelve o’clock 

terday. Rev. Philip Joseph, director gen- 
eral of the exposition, Was in attendance, and 
gaid: 

“JT present you herewith the Congressional 
Record and the printed bills which were ap- 

roved by the committees of the house and 
senate at the last session of congress and 
which would undoubledly have passed except 
for the confusion of the closing days. Our 
bills were introduced by Senator Blair in the 
genate and Judge Kelley in the honse. We 
had the earnest support of such men as Mr. 
Randal!, Senator Morgan, Senator Sherman, 
Senator Allison and almost every leader on 
either side in congress. I believe every Geor- 
gia member was favorable to the bill except 
Judge Crisp. Inthe comuittee of fifteen, of 
which he was a member, there were but three 
votes against the bill. There was an almost 
gniversai desire to encourage the colored peo- 
ple to come together in an exposition and let 
each other know, and let the world know, 
what they had accomplished in twenty years 
of freedom.” 

“Why did you put 
$600,000?” 

“Because that much will be needed. We 
presented an estimate to congress which was 
approved by our friends of the house and sen- 
ate. The expensesof a colored exposition will 
be very large. For example, we shall have to 
build our own hotels. I mentioned this to 
Senator Allison. He replied, ‘why, do you 
mean to say that a colored man cannot get en- 
tertainment at the regular hotels in the south ?’ 
Treplied to him that in the south as well as 
many cities in the north such a thing was im- 
possible and that in any event we did not 
want to force that issue on the occasion of an 
exposition which was intended to harmonize 
the races and be made an occasion of gocd wil! 
and = = mutual encouragement. There- 
fore I insisted on un item 
in the appropriation providing for the building 
of two hotels—one in the city and one near the 
grounds. These hotels would have to be run 
on such scales and at such rates as would meet 
the limited purses of the colored visitors. It 
would be necessary to pay the freight on the 
exhibits, and in many cases _ to pay the fare of 
the exhibitors, so the sum of $600,000 was set- 
tled on and will be granted by the next con- 

ss.’” 

“Do you think the exposition will be located 
in Atlanta? ”’ 

“Ido. If your club will give us the use of 
grounds and buildings that will have cost you 
over £150,000, it will be virtually a donation to 
us of that amount, and that step would secure, 
in my opinion, the location of the exposition. 
We have had offers from northern cities which 
we felt obliged to decline. Mr. Phil 
Armour offered $25,000 if we would 
locate in Chicago, but we want 
the exposition to be an object lesson to the col- 
ored people, toshow them what their com- 
rades have done in industry, agriculture, and 
the arts and thereby encourage them to similar 
efforts and results. This would be defeated 
by locating the exposition in Chicago, or any 
other northern city. Atlanta is the most cen- 
tral point, and for many reasons preferable to 
any other city. Our exposition, involves ex- 
hibits from the colored races of the world and 
not entirely'the eolered people of the south. 
We shall send ambassadors to Africa and se- 
cure exhibits there. Wherever the colored 
race has done any notable work we shall so- 
licit samples of that work for our exposition.”’ 

“Have you found general sympathy among 
the southern people ?”’ 

“Everywhere. The southern people re- 
alize that the interests of the two 
races in the south are mutual, 
that one cannot prosper without helping the 
other, nor one suffer without common disad- 
vantage. Our iots are cast together and it is 
important that there should bea perfect un- 
derstanding. Idonot see how any southern 
man could fail to sympathize with an exposi- 
tion which has no purpose except to show 
what progress a race but twenty years out of 
slavery has made in those twenty years, and 
thereby encourage it to more strenuous efforts 
in the future.”

Smith's convict camp is located in Ogle- 
thorpe county, about twelve miles below Ath- 
ens, and about four miles from the 
Georgia railroad. Parties visifing the camp 
generally leave the railroad at Crawford 
though some get off at Winterville, a station 
six miles below Athens. There was a telegraph 
oitice at Crawford, but it may have been re- 
moved within the last month or so.

The high position occu- 
pied by Mr. Smith, that of state senator, has 
given the matter wide-spread notoriety. His 
friends claim that the whole affair is an effort 
to injure him in public esteem, and that the 
investigation will show the groundless nature 
of the charges.

An Agent Claims That Certain 
Policies Are Canceled 


FOR NON-PAYMENT OF THE PREMIUMS 


What the Various Parties Claim—The Usual 
Method of Conducting the Insur- 
ance Business, Etc. 


It looks as if the Atlanta Glass company 
were going to have some trouble in collecting 
a portion of the insurance upon the burned 
factory. 

Yesterday morning a meeting of the diree- 
tors was held at the office of THk ConstTiIrTu- 
TION and the affairs of the company were ful- 
ly discussed. There were present Dr. J. W. 
Rankin, president of the company; Captain 
E. P. Howell, Dr. H. G. Hutchison, Mr. J. L. 
Pinson and Mr. A. G. Candler, members of 
the board of directors, and the representatives 
of the varioys insurange companies interested. 

Mr. Jesse Rankin, manager of the works, 
gave the directors all the information desired 
as to the fire,the amount of property destroyed 
andthe amount of the insurance. He said 
that he estimated the loss at about $40,000, 


_while the insurance is $30,000. It was decid- 


ed that the policies held by the company 
should be presented at once and just as soon 
as the insurance can be adjusied the work of 
rebuilding will be begun. 

A DISPUTE OVER INSURANCE. 

Among the insurance men who were pres- 
ent at the meeting was Mr. J. N. Moody. He 
gave notice that he would contest the pay- 
ment of three policies issued in the name of 
the glass works by companies which he repre- 
sents. Mr. Moody’s statement of his reasons 
for contesting the payment of these policies 
is given in his words. 

**Messrs. Samuel W. Goode & Co. placed 
the insurance for the glass company,’’ said 
Mr. Moody, ‘‘and my dealings have been with 
that firm. On the 3d of June Mr. Mark Berry, 
solicitor for the firm, came into my office and 
asked me if Icould write some insurance for 
them. I said that I could do so, but would do 
so only on one condition, and that was that he 
should pay the premiums as soon as the poli- 
cies were written. 

“Ts that the usual way of doing business ?”’ 

“No, we usuallyfgive a man a few days in 
which to pay the premiums just as merchants 
give credit to their customers. But past trans- 
actions which I have had with Goode & Co., 
warranted me, in my opinion, in — the 
stipulation which I did make. Mr. Berry 
agreed tothis. The policies were in three 
companies, the German American, the Lan- 
cashire, and the Fire Insurance association-— 
each for $2, When they were ready Mr. 
Berry called for them. Ilet him have them 
upon the assurance that he would pay the pre- 
miums that day. 

‘He failed to pay them that day or any other 
day. We made a number of efforts to get our 
money but failed in every instance. Last Fri- 
day I went in person to Mr. Goode’s office and 
demanded either the money or the policies. 
They said that they wanted until the next day, 
Saturday, and that they would surely settle 
then. They failed again, andon Monday I 
became disgusted and I telephoned Mr. Ran- 
kin, at the 8. 8. S. office, that I had written 
the policies under an agreement that I should 
be paid cash on delivery and that they were 

CANCELLED FOR NON-PAYMENT 
of premiums 1 did not talk with Mr. Rankin 
himself because he was out of the city, but I 
did talk with his bookkeeper. That gentle- 
man said he knew nothing about the‘insurance 
matters. 

‘‘That is a history of the transaction. I con- 
sider the policies cancelled, and shall not pay 
the money on them until compelled to do so 
by the courts. I did not know the Glass com- 
pany in my transactions, my only dealings be- 
ing with Goode & Co, Had the Glass com-_ 
pany been the other party io the transaction, I 
would have said nothing about spot cash pay. 
ments, for I know that company 1s good.” 

AT GOODE & CO.’s 
but little conld be learned concerning the mat- 
ter. Mr. Berry, who made the deal with Mr. 
Moody, refused to talk. Mr. Goode said that 
it has been the universal custom among insu- 
rance men to give their customers a little time 
in the payment of premiums. 

This statement was borne out by a well 
known insurance man, who ex- 

ylained that insurance agents conduct their 
Gadiceee very much as merchants conduct 
theirs. At the first ofeach month bills are 
sent out for policies written during the previous 
month. The premiums upon policies written 
on June 3d, asin this case, would not ordina- 
rily be due until July first. 

THE COMPANY'S VIEWS, 

as voiced by a prominent director, are that 
there is nothing at all in the dispute. The 
company holds the policies regularly signed. 
It may be true that the premiums have not 
been paid, but that is because no demand has 
been made. The directors feel certain of their 
ability to collect the full value of the policies, 
although it isnot improbable that they will 
have to inyoke the aid of the courts to get it. 


At the Grounds. 


Superintendent August Weyer had a large 
force of laborers employed yesterday in remov- 
ing the debris from the ruins of the burned 
building. Much of the machinery was taken 
out and most of it was found to be nearly 
ruined. A great many of the pots and moulds 
were recovered, many of which are, Jiowever, 
uninjured. Many people went outto-look at 
the ruins, yesterday. The glass-blowers were 
standing about in gloomy groups watching the 
wreck of the factory in which they had ex- 
pected to ply their art. A good many of these 
skilled artisans started in with the laborers to 
clear away the ruins. Mr. Weyer says he 
wishes to have everything in as good shape as 
possible, so that when the company starts to 
rebuild, matters may be expedited. The glass- 
blowers seem to be hopeful, and most of them 
will remain in Atlanta until the completion of 
the new factory.

None so long 
nor a waist so slender. Please try again and see if 
I had not made an error of about eight inches. No 
mistake there, for I had stood up alongside of a 
plank and got one of the boys to measure me with a 
rule, Back again went the order for the longest 
lecged pants ever constructed in the Monumental 
city. The goods were bought and the garment cut 
aud made according to a diagram from me. In dne 
time they came, and when I went down into their 
abyssmal depths, surrounded by my envious com- 
rades, the effect wasa sight to behold. The pistol 
pocket was well up under the right shoulder blade, 
the aaistband acted likewise for a cravat, and 
when my feet struck bottom they trailed along like, 
an arctic bed.

| The Recorder Disposes of Several Violations 


LAW AND JUSTICE IN ARIZONA. 
Holding a Lawyer for Contempt of Court for 
Making an Appeal.

He is an old resident of California and has 
Seen some very queer timesand many changes. He 
got to talking the other night of a trip he made to 
Arizowa some years ago, just about the time of the 
Tombstone boom. . 

“It was quite extraordinary,” he said. ‘Thecoun- 
try was full of desperadoes and bad gamblers, and 
they were very dangerous, too. They ruled Tomb- 
stone at that time. A friend of mine was in Tomb- 
stone, and one day he sawa man walking quietly 
along, who was a noted desperado and murderer—a 
man for whose head a big reward was offered.

Closing Exercises of the Boys’ 
and Girls’ High School. 


AN IMMENSE CROWD IN ATTENDANCE. 


The Oral Examination in the School—Names 
Of Those Who Received Honors— 
The Debating Society. 


The pupils of the Boys’ and Girls’ High 
sshool held the closing exercises of the session 
yesterday morning, in the presence of a very 
jarge crowd.

Miss Mayer 
conducted the examination of the students in 
the Girl’s High school, who belong to class A.

Mr. Charles Collier was yesterday elected 
president of a company that has purchased a 
tale mine on the Marietta and North Georgia 
road, with Mr. Jacob Haas as vice-president, 
J.R. Tollerson secretary, and Edward 8. Mc- 
Candless treasurer. The _ paid for the 
mine Was $50,000 cash. he capital of the 
company is $200,000. Improvements to cost 
£50,000 will be putin at once. The mill now 
used for grinding the tale in Atlanta will be 
moved to the works and very much enlarged. 
It is claimed that this is the only pure tale 
mine in America. Nine-tenths of the talc 
now used is imported from Italy, Messrs. Pettil 
& Co., of New York, controlling the 
importing trade. This Georgia tale 
has been submitted tothat firm, who pro- 
nounce it superior to Italian talc, and in the 
market it is sold at three dollars advance over 
the imported article. The mine is practically 
exhaustless and easily quarried. The talc is 
quarried in huge blocks, ground through the 
mill into fine powder, packed into seamless 
bags and sent to market. Jt is used mainly 
for making soaps and lubricators of all kinds. 
It is also an adulterant for sugar, stareh, flour 
and candy, and isthe basis of many of the 
fine face powders. 

The company can put the tale in New York 
at &8.00aton. It commands, in that market, 
from %23.00 to $40.00 aton. The demand is 
constant. This quarry has been owned by the 
company for some time. When it was bought 
the railroad was sixty miles distant, and the 
tale was quarried and hauled that distance 
across the mountains in wagons, and still sold 
ata profit. The Marietta and North Georgia 
road now runs within fifty feet of the quarry, 
and the marginal profit thus becomes im- 
mensely enlarged. It is proposed to put fifty 
hands at work.

REPORT IN THE FITZSIMMONS CASE. 


Temporary Injunction Against the State Of- 
ficers in the Palace Car Cases—A

YESTERDAY, THE FOLLOWING commissions 
were issued: George C. Myers, as notary pub- 
lic and ex-otticio J. P. for the 27th district, 
Glynn county, upon the recommendation of 
many prominent citizens of the district. It 
seems there was no offices of the Kind in the 
district, and Myers was appointed until the 
next session of the superior court of the coun- 
ty, when the usual recommendations will be 
made to the governor by the grand jury.

The 
treasury was closed yesterday afternoon some- 
what earlier than usual on account of the news 
of the sudden death of a very near relative of 
the treasurer. 

THE SOUTHERN TELEGRAPH company, on 
yesterday, made a return of the business done 
the first quarter of 1887, ending March 3lst, to 
the comptroller-general. The company is 
nearly two quarters behind, and only escaped 
extra tax by an explanatory statement of its 
long delay. The business for the first three 
months in Georgia amounted to $9,419.14, 
upon which one-half of one per cent was levied, 
making a total of 141.30.

petitioner avers that she was united in marri- 
age with the defendant on the 7th day of Au- 
gust, 1879; that she and he lived together as 
husband and wife until about) the first day 
of November, 1882; that the husband is an 
habitual drunkard and has been ever since she 
was married to him; that he has been guilty 
of crvel treatment and often abused and threat- 
ened her; that she believed her life was in 
danger and she was forced toleave him. The 
jury granted the petition for limited divorce; 
that is, she cannot marcy again. 

Susie E. Williamson petitioned the court to 
grant her a divorce from George A. «William- 
son. She alleged in her petition that she was 
married to the respondent the 31st day of May, 
1877. When she married him she was only 
sixteen years old. She was a faithful, obe- 
dient wife. Shortly after her marriage, in 
order to complete her education, she went to 
Newnan and entered the school known as the 
College Temple, remaining there one year. In 
May, 1881, her husband, she avers, abandoned 
her without her consent. The jury, after con- 
sidering the proofs, decided to grant the peti- 
tioner a divorce, 

Today at least a dozen more divorce suits of 
the same kind will be heard. 

The Custom House. 

Tuer FiTzsImMMON CASE, which has for more 
thanjtivo years been pending before Judge W.R. 
Hammond as special master, has been decided. 
On yesterday Judge Hammond filed his report 
with the clerk of the United States courts. In 
this he states that the hearing commenced on 
the 2ist of May, 1886, and continued to June 
17, of this year. In that time the most search- 
ing examination has been given] all of ex-Mar- 
shal Fitzsimmon’s account. The report 
goes into details, showing the exact state 
of affairs as gathered from the accounts from 
January 15, 1879 to June 30, 1881. The debit 
side of the marshal’s account with the govern- 
ment is given as $189,560.65, and the credit side 
as $186,783,14, leaving a balace due the govern- 
ment of $2,777.42. This sum, according to 
the report, is due from Mr. Fitzsimmon’s 
bondsmen. 

It is further stated that there is due to dep- 
uties of the northern district of Georgia, $14,- 
401.33. 

It IS PROBABLE that Collector Crenshaw 
will, in the near future, make a change in the 
districts of the deputy collectors throughout 
the state. There are seventeen district depu- 
ties in Georgia, each of whom is assigned to a 
certain district, but all are subject to the or- 
ders of the collector, and must do work in any 
part of the state when called upon. The pro- 
posed changes are for the benefit of the ser- 
vice. 

IN THE CASES vf the Pullman Palace Car 
company and Pullman Southern Palace car 
company against William A. Wright, comp- 
troller-general, and L. P. Thomas, sheriff of 
Fulton county, suits to enjoin the collection of 
the tax of $2,000 per year. provided by the tax 
act of thelegislature, Judge Pardee has en- 
tered an order that Wright and Thomas shall 
show cause before Judge Newman on July 
ist, why the injunction prayed for should not 
be granted. In the meantime a temporary re- 
straining order is granted. 

A WALKER COUNTY CONSTABLE named A, 


W. Hayes, was lodged in Fulton county 
jail yesterday upon a charge of obstructing the 
mails. It seems that Hayes 


levied an attachment on a horse used in the 
transier of mail from Ringo to Rock Springs, 
and compelled the mail-boy to walk that en- 
tire distance. The horse came into the pos- 
session Of the mail contractor, who was an in- 
nocent purchaser, he knowing nothing of the 
claim which seems to have existed against the 
horse. 

Hayes was taken before Commissioner 
Walker, and in default of bail, was committed 
to Fulton county jail. 

TWO ALLEGED MOQNSIIINERS were brought 
to the city baw voy 9 Lige Garrett, of Dawson 
county, committed by Commissioner Bledsoa, 
was brought in by Deputy Marshal Finley. 
Deputy “Marshal ‘Abercrombie brought in 
Thomas Bragg, of Douglas county, who was 
given a hearing before Commissioner Haight, 
and in default of bond, was sent to jail.

One More Survivor of Balaklava 
Tells of the Ride. 


A GUARD AT VICTORIA'S CORONATION. 


An Old Soldier With a Good Memory—The 
Sensational Features of His Life— 
The Terrible Ride. 


Yesterday an unpretentious but soldierly 
looking old man left the city for his home at 
Mt. Vernon, Ala. This man was Tom Cook, 
who stood guard within the gateway of Buck- 
ingham palace on the event of the coronation 
of Queen Victoria, and who was one of the few 
who came ‘‘fhro’ the jaws of death, back from 
the mouth of hell’ in the famous charge of the 
light brigade at Balaklava. 

The story of this man is not only interesting 
at this time because of the jubilee celebration 
in England, but, aside from that, it possesses 
more interesting features which make it worth 
relating. 

Cook now. resides at Mt. Vernon and has 
been fora short while in Atlanta to secure 
treatment for partial blindness. In person he 
is within a half inch of six feet, weighs about 
170 pounds, is as straight—as an Indian and 
looks the soldier all over. His hair is still 
black, but his mustache and beard are now 
white. 

ON GUARD AT BUCKINGHAM PALACE. 

Cook was born in Nottinghamshire, England, 
in 1809, and enlisted af anearly agein the 
royal Horse Artillery, 6th Battalion. The 
Horse Artillery is selected from artillery re- 
ernits who are then trained for two years at 
Woolwich. It was while at Woolwich that the 
command to which Ceok had been assigned 
was ordered to London to take part in the bril- 
liant coronation ceremonies which occurred one 
year after the young queen had actually be- 
come the sovereign of Great Britain. Cook 
and another member of his company were 
selected to do guard duty within Buckingham 
palace, while two members of the Life Guards 
stood just without. As the carriage containing 
the young queen and the dowager duchess 
of Kent, passed through the gateway 
the queen sat upon the right and her 
mother on the left, and according to Cook’s 
story, the latier threw each of the four guards 
a sovereign. On the following day the Horse 
Artillery returned to Woolwich. Shortly af- 
terwards the queen came to Woolwich and re- 
viewed the troops, and the old soldier, in his 
narrative, puts much stress on the statement 
that the troops were dined at the queen’s com- 
mand, and each mai was given a pot of porter 
in Which to drink her maiesty’s health. 

AT ST. JEAN D’ACRE. 

After this an elder brother, who was a sol- 
dier in the Seventh Fusiliers, procured Tom’s 
exchange to that regiment and they were soon 
ordered to Gibraltar, where the regiment re- 
mained for five years, going thence to Malta, 
eventually to operate against St. Jean d’Acre, 
on the coast of Syria. 

Before the expedition teft Malta Major Wil- 
born, of the Seventh, velunteered to goin dis- 
guise to Acre and _ procure desired in- 
formation as to the preparations fordefense,and 
selected Tom Cook to accompany him. Wil- 
burn was a versatile, oriental linguist, and his 
plan wastodress as did the natives of the 
country, peddle threads, buttons, etc., while 
Tom also dressed as a Syrian, was to play the 
deaf and dumb servant, and he says that he 
uttered not one syllable during the weeks it 
iook to secure the desired information. 

Wilburn succeeded admirably, sounding the 
harbor, taking notes of the defensive arrange- 
ments, and locating a weak spot in the 
magazine. He and Cook then made their way 
back tothe Britisi: fleet, laid the discoveries 
before the English admirai in command of the 
allied fleets, and the historic bombardment 
quickly followed. For this service Wilburn 
was made colonel of the &&th, otherwise 

known as the Connaught Rangers, a crack 
regiment, and Cook followed him. This com- 
mand went to LDarbadoes and from there to 
Halifax, where Cook obtained his discharge, 
married and settled down to farming and fish- 
ing. 
AT BALAKLAVA. 

At the outbreak of the war Cook re-enlisted 
and served through the campaign. At Balak- 
lava he was one of the six hundred members 
of the Light Brigadc and one of the very few 
who came out of that fearful charge. He says 
that had the charge been ordered an hour ear- 
lier it would have proven effective without 
any material loss. 

‘“Asit was,’’ he said, “we rode wp to the 
Russian batteries without the loss i man, 

but when we began to sabre the gunners we 
found ourselves in easy gunshot 
of the entire Russian army 
then on the field,and lives were swept away 
like chaff before that awful storm of flame, 
lead and iron. I rodea high black mare of 

reat power and high metal, and when the or- 

er of retreat was given, I clasped the animal 
around the neck, hugging closely, gave her 
reign, and she carricd me back into friendly 
lines. As I swept along on that awful ride, 
the dust made by the builets and balls which 
struckethe ground fairly blinded me.”’ 

At the close of the war, Cook, who had re- 
ceived numerous medals for his record 
in the Crimea and at Acre. 
obtained a discharge and returned to America. 
Whiie living at Mobile he lost both his decora- 
tions and his papers by fire, but not before they 
had been examined by a United States army 
officer, who is still in active service, and other 
persons. Cook is illiterate, being able neither 
to read nor to write, but he possesses a wonder- 
fulmemory and lis wonderful history furnishes 
many rare stories, which serve to make him 
popuiar with his acquaintances. ~ 


HOLMAN’S HOPE 
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Rests Upon Striking a Tender Chord in the 
Governor’s Heart. 

Yesterday morming, the governor received 
from William Holuan, who is contined-in 
Whitfield county jail, awaiting legal execu- 
tion, a pathetic letter asking for mercy. The 
letter is produced below just as it is written, 
and there can be no doubt that it is the genu- 
ine epistie of a man in very deep trouble, 
grasping the last hope that seems to remain 
unto him. 

Governor Gordon read the letter attentively 
and consideratelv, and while his mind was 
made up and no further interference was 
intended, he was neverthelss affected by the 
prisoner’s pathetic appeal for mercy. , 

Holman jwas respited until July 8th, 1887, 
and unless Providence interferes will be exe- 
cuted on that day. 

The letter is as follows: 

DALTON, Ga., June 20, 1887.—General Gordon--Sir: 
Il owe you ever so many thanks for the kind act 
you done for me by Giving Me thirty Days Respite 
to Prepair for death it shows you have got some sim-

The Governor Appoivts Hon. J. Samael Bar- 
nett, Judge of the County Court. 
Yesterday about noon, Governor Gordon de- 
cided the contest for the judgeship of the 
county court of Wilkes county by appointing 
Hfon. J. Samuel Barnett as judge.

A reporter saw a prominent citizen of 
Wilkes county last night at the Kimball, and 
he was told that the appointment would give 
satisfaction.

RAILROAD COMMISSION. 


The Report to be Made tothe Governor-- 
Some Interesting Statistics. 

For several days the railroad commission has 
been in session in the city. No special busi- 
ness was before the body for decision or ‘con- 
sideration. A few unimportant matters left 
over from a former meeting were wound up, 
but nothing particularly affecting the public 
was done. 

An informal discussion took place among 
the commissioners in regard to the nature of 
the report to be made to the governor in July.

Captain James is at work on the 
lower end of the line with a large force. The 
track will be laid at the rate of a mile a day. 

The stock of the construction company for 
this road is stiff at 110. An advertisement in 
THE CONSTITUTION asking for stock a few days 
ago did not bring a single answer.
